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New Soccer Club Granted 
Recognition Group Status

The Greenbelt Soccer Alliance 
(GSA), a nonprofit incorporated 
organization formed recently 
to provide wider opportunities 
for recreational soccer among 
youth in Greenbelt and nearby, 
has been granted Recognition 
Group (RG) status by the City 
of Greenbelt. At its meeting on 
February 28, the Greenbelt City 
Council discussed and approved 
the application. 

County Leagues 

David Whiteman, GSA presi- 
dent and assistant soccer commis- 
sioner with the Greenbelt Boys & 
Girls Club, appeared at the coun- 
cil meeting to answer questions. 
He said GSA had been formed 
in part as a response to county 
restrictions on soccer leagues. 

The county’s exclusivity rule 
requires all Greenbelt Boys & 
Girls Club soccer teams to play 
only in leagues coordinated by 
the county. He said GSA focuses 
on recreational soccer in a more 
relaxed atmosphere providing 
greater opportunities to partici- 
pate in a game. 

He considers GSA a base 
upon which league play could 


build, not a competition for that 
league. It would provide a place 
for children to acquire skills and 
experience necessary for competi- 
tive league play, he said. 

Whiteman said there are also 
concerns about the large size of 
soccer fields used by younger 
teams in the county leagues, to 
which the county had been unre- 
sponsive. In addition, the county 
Boys & Girls Clubs league per- 
mits more experienced teams to 
play against beginner or less- 
skilled teams. 

Whiteman said he also thinks 
membership dues charged by 
the county through the Boys & 
Girls Club are high. He would 
hope to charge a minimum for 
membership in GSA. Play would 
be in Hyattsville in the Prince 
George’s Soccer, Inc. league. 

Staff Concerns 

Julie McHale, who now 
heads the city’s Recreation De- 
partment told council that al- 
though the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board had reviewed 
GSA’s application for RG status

Council Meets with GEAC 
To Hear Area Concerns

The Greenbelt City Council 
traveled outside the city center 
on March 3 to meet in a work- 
session with the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee (GEAC). 
About a dozen representatives of 
various condominium and home- 
Owners’ associations were rep- 
resented; Joyce Gladstone is the 
current president. Council then 
summarized a number of city- 
wide issues for GEAC and vari- 
ous GEAC members highlighted 
issues they wanted assistance on 
from the city or at least to alert 
the city of issues. 

Concerns 

Various communities repre- 
sented asked the city for help 
in a number of areas. Derek 
Thompson of Windsor Green 
said he was following up on 1s- 
sues concerning the late Sheldon 
Goldberg, who had often spoken 
on GEAC issues. Thompson said 
Windsor Green had sought help 
from the city regarding mainte- 
nance issues with their homes 
and the city had stepped in and 
many issues had been resolved. 

It was also mentioned that res- 
idents of Windsor Green cannot 
obtain the required parking per- 
mit if their units have unresolved 
housing violations that the resi- 
dent is responsible for. Currently 
about 20 percent of residents do 
not have such a parking permit. 

The homeowners’ association, 
he said, has a very strict parking 


enforcement and towing policy 
with towing occurring in the 
overnight hours. However, since 
city-owned streets are nearby, 
many residents move their cars to 
the city street each night in lieu 
of bringing their accounts and 
residences up to date. 

Another quality of life issue, 
he said, concerns residents who 
walk their dogs but do not pick 
up the dog feces. There was 
some discussion of a very large 
dog which leaves large piles on 
city-maintained property. 

When Mayor Judith Davis was 
asked about city laws concerning 
this matter, she responded: “No 
idea.” It appears the responsible 
dog owner is known. It was 
recommended that the problem 
be documented by the property 
management with a letter to the 
owner. If the problem is not 
resolved, it can then be discussed 
with the city to determine follow 
up steps. 

It appears that many Greenbelt 
East homeowner associations 
have problems with building 
exterior issues, whether archi- 
tectural or more mundane, such 
as grass height. Councilmember 
Ed Putens said that when the 
city gets involved, improvements 
seem to happen faster; he cited 
a case with Greenbrook Estates 
where the city stepped in and

Follow- 
ing recognition by the Prince 
George’s County Municipal As- 
sociation (PGCMA) of Mayor Ju- 
dith Davis, agenda items included 
a report from the city’s Board of 
Elections, a presentation on the 
Greenbelt West Sector Plan and 
the Town of Berwyn Heights’ 
request to include within the plan 
an area for rezoning. 

Bowie City Councilmember 
Dennis Brady, currently president 
of PGCMA, presented Mayor 
Davis with a longevity award 
from the association. He said the 
plaque was a recognition by her 
peers throughout the county of 
her having reached the threshold 
of 16 years of service, not only 
to Greenbelt residents but also 
to PGCMA member municipali- 
ties and the Maryland Municipal 
League. 

Board of Elections Report 

Spurred by an incident during 
the 2009 city council election, 
council last summer requested 
an opinion from City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi on whether the city 
could adopt legislation prohibit- 
ing use of the term “Official Bal- 
lot” on campaign literature in city 
elections. His written opinion 
had been subsequently referred 
for review to the city’s Board of 
Elections.

Greenbelt Police Department 
Reports on 2010 Statistics

Overall the number of more 
serious crimes (Class 1) within 
the City of Greenbelt decreased 
by 7 percent in 2010 as com- 
pared to the previous year. At 
1,300 offenses, this is the lowest 
number reported in the last five 
years. The peak year was 2008 
with 1,475 reported crimes. 

Even better news is the sig- 
nificant drop in two of the more 
serious crimes, robbery and mo- 
tor vehicle thefts. Both are well 
below any of the previous five 
years, included in the Greenbelt 
Police Department December, 
2010 Statistical Report. 

Robberies, at 106, were down 
over 16 percent from the previ- 
ous year and 32 percent from 
2006, the previously reported 
peak year. Motor vehicle thefts, 
at 133, were down 20 percent 
from 2009 and almost 51 percent 
from 2008. 

The number of larcenies (761) 
also dropped over 7 percent from 
previous years, making 2011 the 
second-best year in the five year 
period. 

Offsetting the good news were 
increases in the remaining cat- 
egories of crime putting those 
categories at peak levels. At 66, 
aggravated assaults were up more 
than 10 percent for the year and 


at a peak for the five-year period. 
The 11 reported rapes were also 
higher by three than for the pre- 
vious year and the highest by one 
in five years. 

The city experienced two re- 
ported murders for 2011, the 
same as in every other year of 
the five-year period, except for 
murder-free 2009. Breaking and 
entering crimes were also higher 
by 4 percent over 2009, with the 
221 incidents more than doubling 
the 102 incidents in 2006. 

As in past years, more than 
half of all city crimes — 658 — 
occurred in Greenbelt West. That 
included all murders, all but two 
reported rapes, 70 percent of 
the aggravated assaults and 60 
percent of robberies. Greenbelt 
Center experienced the fewest 
crimes, 182, while Greenbelt East 
had 460. 

Accidents 

In other good news, traffic 
accidents were the lowest in five 
years. However, the nearly 10 
percent drop in property damage 
accidents and 22 percent drop 
in accidents with injuries were 
marred by three fatal accidents 
following at least four years with 
no fatalities.

As 
she watched some of the footage 
with her family she said, “Why 
are we just sitting around watch- 
ing videos of what happened 
instead of doing something to 
help?” Then and there she de- 
cided to do something to help 
bring some relief to Japan. 

Honora wants to make and 
sell 1,000 paper cranes as a way 
to raise money for disaster relief 
in Japan, incorporating the art of 
origami, the Japanese medium of 
paper-folding. The crane also has 


special meaning to the Japanese, 
being a symbol of honor, long 
life, good health and prosperity. 
It is also a symbol of peace. 
The legend is that the person 
who makes 1,000 cranes will be 
granted a wish. Honora’s wish 
is that Japan be restored to good 
health and that the people will 
be safe. 

Her parents are asking that 
people help Honora in her ef- 
forts. She has already made 
81 paper cranes, with donations 
amounting thus far to more than 
$80. All proceeds go to the 
American Red Cross Disaster 
Relief Fund-Japan. Those who 
would like to contribute to this 
fund are asked to send inquiries 
to carosyrup1962 @ yahoo.com.

and recommended approval, 
recreation staff preferred a trial 
period of one year in which 
staff would work with GSA on 
field permits and then reassess 
the request for RG status next 
year. 

Staff feared that overuse of 
city fields, which GSA would 
use for practices, would increase 
maintenance for Public Works 
staff, McHale said. Field permits 
for extended seasons of play have 
traditionally been issued only to 
youth organizations sanctioned 
by the city, such as the Greenbelt 
Boys & Girls Club, Greenbelt 
Baseball and Greenbelt Babe 
Ruth. Staff fears that such a

formation of others, causing an 
additional burden on fields and 
maintenance staff. 

Council Concerns 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, saying he liked the idea of 
more children having the oppor- 
tunity to play sports, supported 
RG status for GSA. Other coun- 
cilmembers concurred. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
pointed out that since recognition 
groups must reapply each year to 
maintain that status, she did not 
see how withholding recognition 
would differ from waiting a year 
to consider doing so. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin explained that with 
RG status, GSA would share with 
other groups in use of the fields 


according to the number of chil- 
dren served; without RG status, 
GSA would have less access to 
use the fields. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
wanted some assurance that there 
be verification that most of the 
children are from Greenbelt. 
Whiteman told him the adults 
involved in GSA are from Green- 
belt and do not advertise outside 
the city. The children have not 
been asked for proof of residen- 
cy. Currently only a couple of 
the 15 children are not Greenbelt 
residents, he said. 

Mayor Judith Davis said she 
was concerned about overuse 
of the fields. McLaughlin told 
her the city staff was not op- 
posing the status but wanted a 
year to look at factors that are 
uncertain or theoretical at this 
time, such as field usage, stor- 
age requirement and residency 
of the children involved. He 
said the main obstacle would be 
getting the two soccer groups to 
work together on field use and 
storage. 

Whiteman said since his wife 
is on the board of the Greenbelt 
Boys & Girls Club, he had good 
liaison with that group. He said 
that if the focus is on providing 
opportunities for the kids, the two 
groups ought to be able to work 
together. 

Roberts’ motion to approve 
Recognition Group status to GSA 
passed unanimously.

trash problems cleared up. 

Davis summarized: go 
through your home owners’ as- 
sociation process first; document 
the process; and if not solved, 
contact the city. 

Money Owed 

A general discussion was held 
on money owed to the various 
condominium associations by 
residents who have moved out 
but not been able to sell their 
homes, have had the unit taken 
over by a mortgage company or 
who live there but are behind in 
condo fees. These monies are 
significant and a drain on the 
associations. One association 
mentioned they may be owed as 
much as $250,000 in delinquent 
fees. 

Another general discussion 
involved city regulations regard- 
ing renting units. In some situ- 
ations the city wrote the owner 
regarding violations in a rental 
unit. In a number of these cas- 
es, the unit owner wrote back 
and said the new occupants 
were not renters but relatives of 
the owners, which changes the 
situation. 

Davis and Putens both thought 
College Park and Berwyn Heights 
might be more forceful in check- 
ing for rental enforcement prob- 
lems. Follow-up with those lo- 


calities is proposed. 

Homeowners at Hunting Ridge 
are interested in installing bars 
on ground floor units and asked 
if there were city regulations. 


There appear to be no such regu- 
lations on installation but the bars 
must be “quick release” for ease 
of escape in case of fire. 

Gladstone had a suggestion 
to assist with street snow re- 
moval following two years of 
heavy snow. She would like 
the city to have a snow parking 
plan allowing cars to pull up on 
driveways during snow threats 
even if the cars block the side- 
walk, which is actually against 
the law. 

City Issues 

The city council briefed 
GEAC on a number of issues 
including the 2011/2012 budget, 
Greenbelt West development and 
the Old Greenbelt Theatre remod- 
eling (for which funding is still 
needed). 

Of special interest to GEAC 
was discovering that the Federal 
Highway Administration has ap- 
proved $1 million to determine 
the feasibility of adding a third 
lane both northbound and south- 
bound on the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway. 

The Maryland National Cap- 
ital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion has initiated the planning 
process for the Greenbelt Metro 
Area Sector Plan. This sec- 
tor includes Greenway Center 
in Greenbelt East in addition 
to Beltway Plaza and Frank- 
lin Park apartments. GEAC 
members were encouraged to 
become informed about these 
activities.

candidate information packet 
prohibiting use of the term on 
campaign literature. 

When the mayor asked about 
the board’s rationale for this rec- 
ommendation, Board Chair Pame- 
la Gregory said the board thought 
it likely this was an anomaly in a 
Greenbelt election and was there- 
fore reluctant to take steps that 
might be construed as attempting 
to limit free speech on the basis 
of an unusual incident. 

Mayor Davis suggested that 
if it were to become more com- 
mon, however, council should 
consider action since it is not 
so much an issue of freedom of 
speech as misleading to voters. 
Councilmember Leta Mach found 
the amendment to the candidate 
packet instructions to be adequate 
as a first step. 

Mayor Pro Tem Emmett Jor- 
dan noted that similar misidenti- 
fication of ballots in county and 
State elections, some of them 
affecting Greenbelt, have become 
almost endemic. He said he 
would like to see the issue dealt 
with at a higher level. 

Finally, council voted unani- 
mously to accept the board’s 
recommendation to limit action 
to amending instructions in the 
candidate packet. 

Sector Plan Update 

On Wednesday, March 2 the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) held a community work- 
shop in Greenbelt to present 
information and solicit comments 
on an update to the Greenbelt 
West Sector plan. The update 
will expand boundaries of the 
existing sector plan to include 
commercial centers in Greenbelt, 
as well as the commercial corri- 
dor of Greenbelt Road in Berwyn 
Heights. 

The 18-month planning pro- 
cess will include ongoing op- 
portunities for public comment. 
A detailed report on material 
presented in this workshop was 
published in the March 10 News 
Review. 

Chad Williams, M-NCPPC 
manager for the project, attended 
the March 14 council meeting to 
present the material again to a 
wider audience. This presenta- 
tion can be viewed on the city’s 
website at www.greenbeltmd. gov. 
Click on “City Council” on the 
home page, then “On-Demand 
Library of Meetings,” then the 
video for the March 14 council 
meeting. The M-NCPPC presen- 
tation can be selected as item 4 
on the agenda. 

Mayor Davis had also placed 
on the agenda a letter from 
Berwyn Heights to the County 
Planning Board asking that the 
boundary of the Greenbelt Met- 
ro Area Sector Plan be further 
expanded to include the area 
along Ballew and 55th Avenues, 


adjacent to the Metro track, cur- 
rently zoned for Light Industry. 
The town council believes more 
flexible zoning could produce de- 
velopment more compatible with 
the Greenbelt Station South Core 
development and with Berwyn 
Heights in general. 

Mayor Davis said this is re- 
lated both to inclusion in the plan 
of the Berwyn Heights commer- 
cial area on Greenbelt Road and 
also to the view from the Metro 
train approaching Greenbelt Sta- 
tion. She suggested that Green- 
belt support the request. 

Councilmember Ed Putens said 
he thought it would be appropri- 
ate in turn for Berwyn Heights to 
support Greenbelt in requesting a 
rezoning of the area in the plan 
that includes Prince George’s 
Scrap Metal. He said he wanted 
to put this opinion on the record 
but agreed it was not a condition 
for supporting Berwyn Heights’ 
request. Nonetheless, when the 
vote was taken, Putens cast the 
sole vote against sending a let- 
ter of support and, when asked, 
declined at this time to explain 
his vote. 

Purchase Approvals 

City council approved award 
of a bid to replace two 15- 
ton rooftop HVAC units at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter to Fresh Air Concepts of 
Jessup, which had presented the 
low bid of $73,234. This bid 
was reissued in February, follow- 
ing discovery that some specifi- 
cations had been inadequate in 
last July’s original bid request. 
Of the total, $62,251 will be 
covered by Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant funding 
available through the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act. 

Council also agreed to pur- 
chase 145 mobile radios on be- 
half of Prince George’s County 
municipal police agencies that 
need access to the county’s new 
public safety communications 
system. Greenbelt and Hyatts- 
ville co-authored a proposal for 
the radios, to be funded through 
a U.S. Justice Department COPS 
grant of $500,000 obtained by 
Congressman Steny Hoyer. At 
this time, it is not known how 
many radios will be allotted to 
the Greenbelt Police Department. 

Maryland Legislation 

Council voted unanimously 
to send letters in support of four 
bills pending in the State As- 
sembly. HB1179/SB862 is a 
bond bill that would establish a 
$25,000 state debt for the Green- 
belt Arts Center to renovate its 
restrooms. Although an equal 
matching fund from the Arts 
Center would be required, they 
have already made a good start 
in fundraising. 

SB602/HB1034 would estab- 
lish a five-cent fee for plastic 
shopping bags statewide. Stores 
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could retain one cent for each 
bag, two cents if they have a 
“customer bag credit” program. 
The rest of the fee, less state 
administrative costs, would go to 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust. 

HB831 would establish a com- 
mittee to advise the state Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on invasive 
plant regulations. The bill also 
establishes two tiers of plants: the 
sale, transfer or importation of 
Tier 1 plants would be prohibited, 
while Tier 2 plants could be sold 
with warnings. 

HB905 would enable local 
governments to use condemnation 
procedures to acquire street lights 
from utility companies. The bill 
has been supported by the Cli- 
mate Energy and Environmental 
Policy Committee of the Council 
of Governments. 

Federal Legislation 

Council also addressed two 
matters related to federal legisla- 
tion. HRI is a continuing ap- 
propriations resolution funding 
the federal government for the 
remainder of its fiscal year. 

Rejected in the Senate earlier 
this month, the bill has received 
substantial press coverage on its 
repeal of health care, environ- 
mental and other standing federal 
initiatives, including a significant 
weakening of the EPA. Council 
voted to send a letter to the city’s 
Congressional delegation thanking 
them for opposing HRI and en- 
couraging their continued support 
for EPA oversight and regulation. 

Mayor Davis had added to 
the agenda the matter of a cut 
included in HRI of $150 mil- 
lion of federal support for capital 
funding for Metro. The Council 
of Governments (COG) has al- 
ready urged Congress to retain 
this funding, since if the federal 
government reneges on its com- 
mitment to the federal-state Metro 
partnership, the funding commit- 
ted by Maryland, Virginia and the 
District will also be at risk. 

COG member jurisdictions 
have been asked to add their sup- 
port at both the federal and state 
levels. Council voted unanimous- 
ly to send letters to Greenbelt’s 
Congressional representatives and 
to Governor O’ Malley. 

Advisory Group Changes 

The city council accepted the 
resignation of Sandra Lange from 
the Advisory Planning Board and 
appointed Charlene MacAdams 
to the 75th Anniversary Planning 
Committee and Roody Rosales to 
the Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainability. 

Also appointed to new terms 
were: Lauretta Baugh to the Ad- 
visory Committee on Education; 
John Drage and Mark Gransfors- 
Hunt to the Arts Advisory Board; 
and the Rev. Daniel Hamlin, Ja- 
mie Krauk and Dea Zugby to the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board. 
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Earthquake Shakes Up Memories 
Of Earlier Experiences in Japan 


Some 14 
months af- 
ter the end of 
World War I, I 
arrived in Sen- 
dai, epicenter 
of the recent 
earthquake in 
Japan. Sendai 
was a major 
railroad hub 
north of Tokyo and Yokohama. 
There I would change trains and 
ride through the mountains and 
grain fields and rice paddies 
westward to my destination in 
Yamagata. 

A senior Red Cross official 
and I had traveled together from 
Tokyo, where I had spent the 
past two weeks trying to track 
down lost luggage from my ear- 
lier flight from Manila. She and I 
shared a two-bunk cubicle on the 
train — fully clothed as I remem- 
ber, because the doorway between 
our room and the next could fall 
open unexpectedly. 

How we got from the train 
station to the Red Cross billet 
in Sendai I don’t remember — I 
suppose by an official car sent 
to pick us up. But I will never 
forget the breakfast awaiting us — 
real American waffles — the first 
I had tasted since more than a 
year before when I left the States. 
The home had once been the 
residence of a missionary fam- 
ily whom the war had displaced 
but whose cook, and apparently 
kitchen utensils, now served the 
new American crew. 

Another Surprise 

Nor will I forget my second 
surprise when residents of the fa- 
cility joined us for breakfast. To 
my amazement one of the Red 
Cross girls (whatever our ages, 
women were “girls” in those 
long-ago days) was a friend of 
mine. We had been colleagues 
from a year-earlier assignment in 
southern Luzon and our reunion 
felt like my first piece of good 
luck since my arrival in Japan. 

For my baggage was still miss- 
ing — a suitcase and musette bag, 
the latter packed with all my 
shoes. I had flown to Tokyo on a 
military plane and then managed 
there on borrowed clothes from 
other Red Cross girls and with a 
new uniform I bought at a PX. 

Shoes were another matter. As 
I remember, I had to manage with 
the brown shoes I wore with the 
khaki work uniform in which I 
had traveled to Japan. 

And now here was my friend

Florence, just packing up for 
home-leave in the United States! 


She had clothes and shoes to dis- 
card. Never mind that the shoes 
were half a size larger than what 
I normally wore. Still they were 
regulation uniform black oxfords. 

During that day my compan- 
ion and I visited the main Red 
Cross club at the military base 
for soldiers of the 11th Airborne 
headquarters units stationed there. 

And again a surprise! 

I remember sitting or standing 
alone, just looking around, when 
a young soldier came up to me 
and addressed me, “Hello, Miss 
Walcott,” my maiden name. He 
looked familiar but in this context 
I could not place him. And, of 
course, I was surprised by his 
formality. Normally everyone 
called us by first names. 

Suddenly it all became clear 
when he said, “I think you were 
my teacher in Bad Axe.” Bad 
Axe High School, in faraway 
Michigan, had been my first 
teaching job, four years earlier. 
What a surprise! 

Another Train 

After a night in Sendai, I trav- 
eled by train, alone, to my new 
assignment in Yamagata. And 
for the next two or more weeks 
I would call regularly to Troup 
Carrier headquarters in Tokyo, 
hoping for news about my bags. 

Finally, one day, the news 
was good. The Tokyo soldier 
in charge of baggage had finally 
made the trip to Manila himself 
to check out why my luggage — 
and other lost baggage — could 
not be found. And there, sit- 
ting in the middle of the waiting 
room, he saw my suitcase and 
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musette bag. 

To this day, it seems a mir- 
acle. The baggage master who 
found my bags said he would 
send them by train to Sendai, 
where I could pick them up. 

And so I made another trip to 
that railroad hub, where I found 
the items addressed to me. By 
another miracle, I happened to see 
my footlocker as well, which had 
come by ship and then been for- 
warded on to my new assignment. 
It would have been loaded on to 
the cross-country train on which 
I myself would be traveling back. 
Now I could take it with me. 

Several more times I traveled 
through the Sendai train station 
on trips to southern Japan and 
then, finally, on my trip south to 
the port city and the troop ship 
home. 

I never saw the port in Sen- 
dai nor the cemetery where the 
missionary sister of my own high 
school art teacher had been bur- 
ied. (There had been no way to 
get there.) 

But I mourn with all the world 
for the triple disaster that has 
ravaged that city — an earthquake 
beyond imagining, a devastating 
tsunami and, now, apparently a 
potential nuclear meltdown. I 
pray — as do we all — for their 
recovery. It will not be soon. 
Nor can it ever be complete. 

But, as I know from my 
months of living and working 
in that country, the Japanese are 
resourceful people. They will 
astonish us with how they deal 
with this new disaster, as they 
did with their earlier national 
catastrophe at the end of World 
War II.

Japanese Visitor Shares 
Nuclear Power Concerns

“The nuclear power plant in 
Fukushima is under serious situ- 
ation, as you know. I cannot tell 
what will happen tomorrow,” re- 
ported Kana Wakabayashi. Wak- 
abayashi and Yasuhiro Tanaka 
have visited Greenbelt several 
times to exchange information 
and hear ideas on preserving 
the history of Senr1 New Town, 
Japan’s first planned community. 

Although she is worried about 
the threat posed by the Fuku- 
shima Nuclear Power Plant crisis, 
Wakabashi wrote, “I cannot tell 
what will happen tomorrow, but I 
am safe today and I am with my 
loving family.” Tanaka, his fam- 
ily and Senri New Town are also 
safe for now, she reported. 

“T heartily hope that situation 
does not get much worse,” she 
continued. She said the Japa- 
nese living near the center of the 
earthquake “do not have enough 
foods or goods, especially for 
babies.” And she is concerned 
about the hardships of the cold 
on elderly refugees. 

She and other Japanese “sin- 
cerely appreciate” the U.S. 
Army’s Operation Tomodachi, 
which translates to Operation 
Friendship. In addition, U.S. 
news coverage of their crisis as 
well as their reporting concern 
for the Japanese people “do cheer 
us up,” she said. 

While visiting Greenbelt in 
November 2009, Wakabayashi 
and Tanaka met with Greenbelt 
Museum Director Megan Sear- 
ing Young and Greenbelt News 
Review Editor Mary Lou Wil- 
liamson as well as patrons of 


the New Deal Café and farmers 
market. 

When I emailed Wakabayashi 
back to tell her the Japanese were 
also in the thoughts of Green- 
belters that I had talked with, 
she wrote that I could share her 
thoughts with Greenbelters and 
let them know that the American 
people’s concern has touched the 
Japanese. 

“While I was doing interviews 
to Greenbelters, I was impressed 
by the words, ‘Community is 
life,’ which is said by a man 
I met at New Deal Café,” she 
wrote. 

Wakabayashi has witnessed 
this type of community as the 
Japanese reach out to help each 
other. She has been particularly 
touched by the unity among those 
who were most devastated in 
northern Japan, which she wrote 
“historically has strong commu- 
nity and people are so gentle in 
the area.” 

“But I found this ‘community’ 
is not only for the people living 
nearby,” she wrote. “All people 
who are concerned about Japan 
are member of our ‘community.’” 

Wakabayashi feels the Japa- 
nese did not have proper knowl- 
edge about nuclear power and its 
dangers, despite the bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Now 
the crisis in Fukushima is making 
them reconsider the issue. 

For now, Wakabayashi wrote, 
“All I can do is to pray. But I 
want to tell you that Japanese 
people hold hands and walk to- 
gether. I believe “We shall over- 
come.’”

Plants like Eng- 
lish ivy, bamboo, and euonymous are not good plant 
neighbors. Remove any ivy or other vines snaking up 
trees, sheds, or homes. No citations will be issued for 
vines on fences or contained within yard areas—just 
don’t let them stray. 


Is your yard and sidewalk clear of all debris? This in- 
cludes bags, paper, piles of leaves and other materials. 


Does your lawn have bare spots? Some high-traffic areas 
may be covered with mulch, wood chips, pea gravel or 
other durable materials. Shady areas may support grass. 
Check with GHI about appropriate shade grasses. 


How do you mow your grass? Don’t cut it too short —it 
should be between one and a half and three inches tall.

Measures of police activities 
were generally lower in the past 
year, many as five-year lows. At 
561, adult arrests, warrants and 
others were the lowest in five 
years, down 17 percent from 2009 
and 25 percent from the 2008 peak 
year. Juvenile arrests were also 
down 11 percent for the year. 

The number of traffic summons 
and parking tickets were both at 
five year lows from the 2009 peak 
year. Traffic summons were down 
9 percent and parking tickets 4.5 


percent. On the other hand, warn- 
ing tickets and equipment repair 
orders, at 6,834 were up 10 percent 
over 2009. 

Calls for police service were 
down and police reports made up 
by less than 1 percent for the year 
as compared to the peak year of 
2009. 

At 5,323 hours, foot patrolling 
was down 19 percent from the pre- 
vious year, K-9 calls at 106 were 
down 22 percent and bike patrol 
at 145 hours was down 66 percent. 
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Report Ranks Crime High 
At Greenbelt Metro Station

The Greenbelt Metro station 
ranked third among all Metro 
stations in total number of crimes 
last year, according to statistics 
released by the Washington Met- 
ropolitan Area Transit Authority. 

The Metro Transit Police De- 
partment’s Security Report re- 
leased in February showed that 
there were 70 crimes committed 
at the Greenbelt station in 2010. 
Only the New Carrollton and 
Branch Avenue stations had more, 
with 89 and 86, respectively. 

The source of the crime is a 
subject of debate between the 
WMATA and the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department, which work in 
partnership to monitor the sta- 
tion’s safety. 

“Most of that crime is parking 
lot crime and we have a large 
parking lot at Greenbelt,” said 
WMATA spokeswoman Cathy 
Asato. 

However, in its December 
2010 statistical report, the Green- 
belt Police Department reported 
one robbery and nine larcenies at 
the Metro site in 2010. 

“We just have the parking 
lot,” said police spokeswom- 
an Master Police Officer Kelly 
Lawson. “So the majority of 


the problem is inside the kiosk, 
which is actually handled by 














Metro.” 

Despite the statistics, Green- 
belt resident Janice McMillan 
has not experienced any trouble 
riding the Metro from Greenbelt, 
something she said she does ev- 
ery day. 

“T have witnessed [crime] 
at other stations but Greenbelt, 
in particular, not saying that it 
doesn’t exist or hasn’t existed, 
I’ve just never heard of any.” 
said McMillan. 

McMillan added, however, that 
it would be reassuring if WMATA 
installed a camera to monitor the 
platform like they have done at 
other stations. The city, however, 
has taken some steps to enhance 
station safety. 

“We’re installing a kiosk to- 
wards the entryway of the park- 
ing lot off Cherrywood Lane,” 
said Mayor Pro Tem Emmett 
Jordan. “An emergency call box 
just to provide a little more secu- 
rity to residents who are kind of 
walking from [the Metro] over to 
the Recreation Center or over to 
Franklin Park.” 

“It’s crucial,” said Jordan 
about maintaining station safety. 
“It’s our lifeline or the direct 
connection of most commuters to 
the District of Columbia and to 
Virginia, so it’s essential.”

On Saturday, March 5 three 
Greenbelters assisted in a search 
for remains of a missing person 
in the woods of a corn farm in 
Princess Anne, Md., on the East- 
ern Shore. 

Two of us, myself and Mela- 
nie Taylor, were with Greenbelt’s 
Community Emergency Response 
Team (CERT). The third Green- 
belter, Pat McCoy, represented 
the Park Police Volunteer Asso- 
ciation’s CERT Chapter. 

The three of us were part of 
a team of 14 members of the 
Prince George’s County CERT 
team. The Delmarva Search and 
Rescue Group had asked Calvin 
Hawkins, chief of Community 
Affairs and Education for the 
Prince George’s County Of- 
fice of Emergency Management 
(OEM), for CERT volunteers to 
join in assisting the Maryland 
State Police in the search. 

The State Police had divid- 
ed the woods near the missing 
man’s home into four 70-acre 
sectors for the search. Teams 
with cadaver and search dogs led 
the search, with other teams like 
our group of 12 following, care- 
ful always to stay behind and 
downwind of the dogs. 

Before the search the State 
Police briefed us at the Somerset 
County Civic Center in Princess 
Anne, where we had gathered. 
An officer told us we would be 
looking for the remains of an 
elderly man with dementia, who 
had left his farm house in 2006 
with a very old pistol and had 
never been seen since. We were 
told to look for skeletal remains, 
hair, pieces of clothing, a metal 
leg brace, the gun and anything 
unusual. 

Our team had been issued 
two of several metal detectors. 
We were later told to look for a 
belt buckle as well. From there 
we were driven to the different 
search sites. 

Narrow Search 

Our team was one of many 
that formed the standard search 
line, trying to stay within five to 
10 feet of each other. It helped 
that most of the team wore high- 
visibility yellow jackets, because 
we had to walk through thick 
groves of pine trees and bram- 
bles. We were trying to search 
an area within 300 yards of a 
road since his family had said 
he was too weak to make it any 
farther into the woods.

After a few hours of search- 
ing and traveling about a mile, 
we walked back to our site’s 
staging area, having found noth- 
ing of significance. We had 
been startled, however, by the 
rib cage of a deer’s skeletal re- 
mains that we found right where 
we began the search. We ended 
up finding skulls thought to be- 
long to raccoons or opossums 
and other deer bones as well. 

We heard that other teams 
had found a knife and two shot- 
guns but, as far as I know, the 
man’s remains were never identi- 
fied. I feel sorry for the family, 
some of whom came along on 
this massive search. 

The CERT group did its best 
to help, as attested to by Chief 
Jim Jackson with Delmarva 
Search and Rescue. In an email 
after the search, Chief Jackson 
said, “You were ready and will- 
ing and able to work and were 
greatly appreciated. We had 
nothing but compliments on how 
well you all did and the role you 
played in the mission. You all 
drove up from down in Prince 
George’s County and Laurel and 
got there on time ready to go. 

“T hope you all got a good 
idea yesterday of what we do 
in search and rescue. It’s hard 
and strenuous work that’s not all

The CERT concept was de- 
veloped and implemented by the 
Los Angeles City Fire Depart- 
ment in 1985. The Greenbelt 
CERT was founded in the fall of 
2005 with an organizing meet- 
ing at the Community Center.

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B-W Parkway Repaving 
Bids to Go out Soon 

The entire Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway is planned to be re- 
surfaced under the supervision of 
the Federal Highway Administra- 
tion according to Fred Cunning- 
ham, park manager for Greenbelt 
Park and the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. Bidding for 
the contract is to go out soon 
for the first phase of the needed 
work, from U.S. 50 to Md. 193, 
Greenbelt Road. Pre-construction 
meetings have already been held. 
Cunningham provided this infor- 
mation to Greenbelt City Manag- 
er Michael McLaughlin in an ex- 
change of email correspondence. 
McLaughlin was relaying resident 
complaints about the condition of 
the ramp from Southway to the 
southbound Parkway. 

Cunningham did give some 
caveats to the work being ac- 
complished. At present there 
is not funding for the repaving 
north of Md. 193. Also it is pos- 
sible that Congress could cut out 
the monies allocated for the first 
phase repaving, since the budget 
for the current fiscal year is still 
not adopted and governmental 
operations have been sustained by 
continuing resolutions. 

In the meantime Cunningham 
said the National Park Service 
maintenance crew had tried to 
smooth out the rough surface of 
the ramp but it did not work. 
He has asked the maintenance 
superintendent to take another 
look to see what can be done 
temporarily.

Teen Musical Opens in Greenbelt to Sold Out Audience

‘“We’re not much of a drama 
bunch. We save the drama for the 
stage,” said actor Emily Winner. 
The School for Super-Heroes 
Presents Orlando Furioso, The 
Musical was full of drama. The 
play has a love triangle that ends 
with someone going mad; women 
warriors going head to head with 
the boys and actually being as 
good or even better; long-lost 
siblings re-uniting; and Christians 
and Muslims who are at war. 

The play reminded me of a 
mix of 300 and One Life to Live. 
Love and war mix together in 
the 16th Century in the middle 
of Christian and Muslim con- 
flicts that are a lot like today’s 
troubles. It’s a modern twist 
that kept the audience engaged 
throughout the play. 

Twenty-six teens from 10 area 
high schools come together for 
the world premiere of the musical 
story about the poem, Orlando 
Furioso. But that story is the 
story within another story about 
a group of reject super hero kids 
in the middle of a war. They 
get put together in homeroom 
because they have something in 
common — powers that aren’t re- 
ally all that super. 

Like Pretty Girl, played by 
Alma Knutson, whose power is 
being pretty no matter what hap- 
pens; even sweat can’t make her 
look bad. Then there’s Etiquette 
Boy, played by Ben Shaw. His 
power is having good manners 
that make other people happy. 

Real Power 

Their super powers in some 
way also reflect their acting parts 
in the play about Orlando Furioso

— and seemed to be a real power 
after all. Like Pretty Girl who 
was so beautiful that she could 
make almost any man fall in 
love with her — and that almost 
destroyed France by driving one 
of its greatest fighters mad. And 
Etiquette Boy’s manners didn’t 
seem so lame when he played a 
knight who refused to use magic 
to win and tried to protect the 
woman he loved. 

The story had a sense of being 
who you are and wanting people 
for who they are, no matter what 
side they were on or in what 
religion they believed. You see 
this when Bradamant, played by 
Flavia Perrotta, and Ruggierio, 
also played by Ben Shaw, decide 
to marry despite being from two 
nations at war.

In the play, the super he- 
roes didn’t realize how they had 
passed through the whole school 
year; mostly they remembered 
being in Orlando Furioso. And 
outside the story, the play also 
affects its actors.
